nation it m ay w ith ail, and thus exclude the 
popular branch of Congress from any partici­ 
pation in the exercise of one of the m ost im ­ 
portant functions of the G overnm ent, th a t of 
raising revenue. 
I t will also be argued th at 
reciprocity treaties exist between Mexico and 
other Rowers, conferring upon them all the 
advantages granted the m ost favored nation, 
and the ratification of the present treaty 
would not therefore conler upon us conspicu­ 
ous advantages, since other nations m ust be 
adm itted to share its benefits.

outlook for the hundreds of fam ilies who have 
depended upon the mines for their daily liv­ 
ing, and who will now be forced to seek other 
fields of labor,” the Republican adds : 
From 
experience the w riter know» these “ hundreds 
of fam ilies ” can tu rn to the hills the greedy 
foreign hydraulickers 
would have washed 
down upon the fertile valleys for their “ other 
fields of labor.” 
I t is a well-establUhed fact 
th a t nc Bection of our S tate is more pro­ 
ductive, from an agricultural point of view, than 
these very foothills 
The vine and fru it tree 
flourishes there as it does nowhere else, and 
the wine made from the m ountain grapes 
com m ands a higher price ia the m arket than 
does th a t from vines grown in the valley. 
The fru it is larger, Bweeter, and obtains a 
readier sale than the fru it of the valleys. 
M ore tons of hay can be mown to the acre, 
more 
bushels 
of grain 
rai-ed, 
and 
the 
clim ate 
cannot 
be 
surpassed 
under 
the 
broad 
canopy 
of 
heaven. 
L et 
th&ee 
hundreds of fam ilies tu rn to husbandry for 
their support, and they wiil find th a t they 
can m ake a better living, have steadier work, 
and certainly be more icdepandent than they 
ever were as serfs of the foreign corporations 
owning end operating the hydraulic mines. 
T he Judge adm its th a t m ining is a very im ­ 
p o rtan t industry to California—as does every 
one—but he also assum es th a t where one dol­ 
lar is taken from the ground in m ining enter­ 
prises, thousands are takeu from it in agri­ 
cultural pursuits. 
A nd w hat is more to the 
poinr, the latter leaves the ground in a condi­ 
tion to be worked again, while m ining not 
only destroys the earth im m ediately around, 
but th a t al-o over which the tailings spread 
by reason of the action of the w ater. 
The 
decision is a ju st one, and should receive the 
approbation of every right-m inded and right- 
thinking person in the land. 
T he case will 
be appealed to the Suprem e C ourt of the 
U nited States, b u t we believe the higher tri­ 
bunal will concur in the judgm ent of the 
lower Court. 
T he S anta Rosa Democrat says : The deci­ 
sion ia ruinous to a large num ber of peopl3, 
thousands of whom are taxpayers who are en­ 
gaged in a legitim ate pursuit, th a t has been, 
in years gone by, tho pet of the Federal and 
S tate G overnm ents. 
If Saw yer’s decision is 
suatained by the Suprem e C ourt m illions of 
dollars’ w orth of property will be destroyed, 
and a num ber of flourishing m ining towns 
com pletely wrecked. 
I t waa a queatioD, 
however, w hether hydraulic m ining should be 
discontinued or hundreds of thousands of 
acres of valuable land ruined, and the rivers, 
baya and harbors of the S tate threatened 
w ith destruction. A decision either way m ust 
effect m any people and cause m uch suffering. 
W e believe the question haa been properly 
settled, however much we m ay sym pathize 
w ith those wh > suffer by it. 
T he case will be 
appealed to the Suprem e Court, a rd Saw yer’s 
decision m ay be reversed after all, b u t we 
think there ia not m uch doubt of ita being 
sustained. 
U n til it ia decided by the highest 
tribunal tho mines wiil not bo abandoned, 
but operations will sim ply be considered as 
tem porarily suspended. 
Should Saw yer be 
sustained much valuable mining property 
will have to ba abandoned, for it ia hardly 
possible to im pound the debris. 
The loas on- 
tailed will am ount to millions of dollars, and 
the question will then arise w hether the euf- 
fsrera will noi be entitled to b j reim bursed 
by the G overnm ent. 
T hey are eDgaged in a 
calling sanctioned by law, and have relied 
upon the G overnm ent th a t gave them the 
right for protection. 
The probability is th a t 
heavy dem anda wiil be made for damagee, 
and not w ithout justice. 
T he V irginia Enterprise takeR thia view of 
the results th at witl follow the Saw yer decis­ 
ion : The recent decision by Judge Sawyer, 
by which a great industry in California, ex­ 
tending from end to end of the S tate, ia killed 
for the advancem ent of the interest of a few 
persons in isolated positions in the valleys, 
will most aa tiredly breed trouble and le »d to 
bloodshed. 
The m iners of California, and 
the inhabitants of the m any m ountain towns, 
will be rendered desperate by the wholesale 
ruio th at will be brought upon them in case 
thia decision ia allowed to stand. 
M en who 
had built up homes in the m ountains before 
a plow had touched the ground in those sec­ 
tions the Johnny-com e-lately inhabitants of 
which are now com plaining of “ slickens,” 
are not likely to leave the roof trees th at 
have sheltered their heads for nearly half a 
century, and go forth into the world in their 
old age aa paupers. 
N ext spring, when the 
men of the valleys begin to go up into the 
m ountains to take possession w ith their flocks 
of sheep and herds of cattle, the war will be­ 
gin. 
Tne m ountain men have long borne 
this encroachm ent w ith but an occasional 
grum ble, b u t it ia not likely th a t they will 
now long subm it to it. 
These who venture 
up into the m ountains next season, driving 
their herds over the people they have beg­ 
gared, will not be likely to find it as profit­ 
able nor things as com fortable as form erly. 
The N evada Transcript says : 
I t would be 
difficult to find in all the law reports a more 
partisan decision than th at of Judge Saw yer 
recently delivered in the debris case of W ood­ 
ruff 
vs. 
Tho N ' rth Bloomfield

Since the inception of this 
case in his C ourt, until the clcse of the de­ 
livery of his m ost unjust and partisan de­ 
cision, his prejudices against the m iners has 
been so prom inent in all ways th at it haa 
been the subject of frequent com m ent. * * * 
The learned Judge ha», to our m ind, enunci­ 
ated some new and startling propositions of 
law, as heretofore understood in this S tate 
and elsewhere. 
N ot coulent w ith upsetting 
every point made by the able and num erous 
counsel f.>r defendants, he also found every 
question of fact against them , and as if he 
had not engulfed the unfortunate miners 
deep enough, he brought N iagara Falls into 
the questior, in order to prove th at a debris 
dam on the Y uba c uld not possibly stand. 
The Contra Costa Gazette says : The recent 
decieion of .Judge Saw yer ia one of the most 
im portant ever rendered in this S tate by a 
Federal C ourt. 
I t affords im m ediate retief 
to the entira S icram ento valley, and i? a 
guarantee of fu ure protection. 
J he full sig­ 
nificance if this decision can hardly be appre­ 
ciated by the B ay counties. 
Our farm s have 
not b*en devastated, 
ur orchards and gar­ 
dens buried from sight, tu r homes made dtB- 
olate and our beautiful valleys changed into 
a cheerless wilderness by th a t slim y m onster, 
sii'-'kens. 
B ut we know th a t through its cp 
erations the rivers of our S tate were rapidly 
becoming unnavigable. and th a t debris seri- 
oasly threatened navigation upon the veiy 
bays them selves. 
The Fxesno D em ocrat makes this editorial 
co m m en t: 
The recent decision of Judge 
Saw yer granting 
a 
perpetual 
injunction 
against the Bloomfield M ining Com pany car­ 
ries w ith it a feeling of relief and assurance 
all over the .State. 
As a m atter of course, it

but slightly affect Oroville, which is no lorger 
the m iuing town th at it was a few years ago. 
The lum bering, stock-raising a rd fruit-grow ­ 
ing to a great extant have replaced mining 
throughout the foothills.

Finally the prisoners confessed—first 
one and subsequently the others—that last 
Thursday night, abont 11 o’clock, they robbed 
a man in the vicinity of Front nod It streets. 
M itchell, who was armed with a knife, or­ 
dered the man to throw up his hands, and 
then Donahue searched him, securing as 
booty a purse containing about §43 and a 
pocket knife. 
They threw the knife away, 
destroyed the purse by cutting it up, and 
then threw it upon the roof of a barn, thus 
destroying evidence as coolly as though they 
were old hands at the badness. 
The officers 
searched for and found both knife and purse. 
The boys did not know the name of their vic­ 
tim, except that they thought it was ‘'John.” 
Following up this clue, Ash and Arlington 
subsequently discovered that John H eins, an 
employe of the gas works, had been robbed 
on the nicbt mentioned by three youths, and 
the knife and purse were identified by him as 
part of the properly taken. 
H e thought tho 
robbers were three boys he had met near the 
corner of Fourth and K streets earlier in the 
evening, when first one and thon another 
begged money from him, after which they 
followed him to the lumber yard where the 
robbery took place. 
M itchell appears to 
have brightened up considerably since he 
came here from an interior town about last 
State Fair lime. 
H e was then so very ver­ 
dant as to attract attention, and felt quite 
please 1 when told of a situation he might ob­ 
tain at the gas works to wheel out smoke if 
he was strong enouga to handle a harrow.
